CHIEF OBSTACLE 


IN PROHIS PATH 


Gifford Pinchot Asserts 
Coolidge Administration 
Has Talked “Dry,” But 
Always Acted “Wet.” 


Winona Lake, Ind., August 21.—() 
Gifford Pinchot, former governor of 
Pennsylvania, addressing the congress 
of the World League Against Alco- 
holism, tonight assailed Andrew W. 
Mellon, secretary of the treasury, as 
being the “chief obstacle to complete 
enforcement of federal prohibition in 
the United States.” 

“Back of him and therefore chiefly 
responsible, is President Coolidge,’ 
the speaker declared. Much of the 
former governor's address was devoted 
to a resumption of his attack on Sec- 
retary Mellon, whom he charged with 
refusing to have the prohibition law 
enforced. 

“For many reasons, Secretary Mel- 
lon is utterly unfit to have charge of 
the enforcement of the eighteenth 
amendment.” Mr. Pinchot declared. 

Was “Wrong Man. . 

“First, he is wet. W hen appointed 
as secretary of the treasury, Mellon 
was, if not the largest, one of the larg- 
est makers of whisky in America. 
Both because of his personal views 
and his business interests, he was 
just the wrong man to enforce the 
law. The result has proved it. 

“The trouble with the Coolidge ad- 
ministration is that it has talked in 
favor of the drys but acted in favor 
of the wets. President Coolidge per- 
sonally obeys the law. He had, it is 
true, said in his ‘messages to congress 
that the law ought to be observed and 
ought to be enforced. He did, it is 
true, call a conference of governors 
of law enforcement, the result of 
which was utterly tiofhing. 1 was 
there and | know. 

“Under the Cooldige administration 
there has been dry talk enough to keep 
the drys contented—most of them— 
but not dry action enough to keep the 
wets from getting all the drink they 
wanted.” 

After relating his experiences as 


_governor of Pennsylvania, Mr. Pinchot 
declared emphatically that prohibition 


can be enforced. 

“My four years of struggle to make 
Pennsylvania dry has proved that 
what is needed to enforce the law is 
just one thing—a determination to see 
that the law is enforced,” he said. 

“During these four years of inces- 
sant effort to enforce the law. the 
chief obstacle against which I had to 
contend was not the bootleggers and 
wet politicians and it was not~the

Assails Mellon. 

“The chief obstacle was the federal 
government in Washington. The thing 
which hampered me beyond all else 
was the refusal of Andrew Mellon to 
‘have the law enforced. 

“When the 18th amendment was 
first passed, criminals generall assum- 
ed that the government would respect 
and enforce its own constitution.

Boston Police Break-Up 
Demonstration and Ar- 
rest Number of Radical 
Sympathizers.

Boston, August 21.—(United News) 
Twenty-four hours before Nicola Sac- 
co and Bartolomeo Vanzetti are sched- 
uled to be strapped into the electric 
chair the defense counsel tonight were 
engaged in one of the most thrilling 
races against time ever enacted. 

One of the attorneys was speeding 
over the New England highways to 
Maine, where he will ask Supreme 
Court Justice Harlan F. Stone to stay 
the execution. Another atterney was 
preparing to take off in an airplane 
for a flight to Canada, where he will 
place a petition for a stay before Chief 
Justice William Howard Taft. 

Taft Powerless, 

In a telephone conversation with 
Attorney Angelo Mushmanno tonight 
Chief Justice Taft said he was with- 
out power to consider the petition so 
long as he remained in Canadian terri- 
tory. He did not say that he would 
refuse to return to the United States, 
however, and Musmanno hoped that 
he could induce the chief justice to 
make the journey to the border. 

Owing to a poor connection, Mus- 
manno was unable to ascertain over 
the telephone whether Taft would con- 
sider the proposal to meet the attorney 
at the border. The chief justice asked 
the attorney to send him a telegram 
and he promised an immediate reply. 
This was done and an airplane was 
chartered and held waiting, ready to 
fly the instant the chief justice's reply 


is received. 

Despite the fact that Justice Holmes 
and Justice Brandeis have already re- 
fused to consider the identical petition 
which is being presented to Justice 
Stone and which it is proposed to ask 
Justice Taft to consider, ‘the defense 
counsel were hopeful that they would 
obtain a stay of execution from either 
of the two latter justices. 

Files Are Open. 

From Washington tonight came 
word that the department of justice 
had promised to open the confidential 
ewe of the department if requested 
to do so by Governor Alvan T. Fuller.

At the same time a telegram was 
sent to Governor Fuller requesting a 
stay of execution to permit iaspection 
of the government records. The wire 
to the Massachusetts executive was 
signed by Arthur Garfield Hays, of 
New York, and Francis Fisher Kane, 
of Philadelphia. who earlier in 
day had conferred for several hours 
with Acting Attorney General Far- 
num. 

Wire to Coolidge. 

Hays and Kane likewise made pub- 
lic a telégram which, they said, had 
been sent President Coolidge at the 
summer white house in South Dakota 
yesterday after the two had discussed 
the case with Attorney General NSar-

gent at his home in Vermont. 


The wire to Mr. Coolidge urged 
that the government files relating to 
the case be opened before the men 
were executed, adding that “it seems 
fo use the honor of our country would 
be irrefutably sullied if these men are 
put to death when millions of people 
sincerely believe that important evi- 
dence is kept secret by the govern- 
ment.” 

During .the day counsel for Sacco 
and Vanzetti obtained over the tele- 
phone from supreme court officials 
the summer address of all justices 
within a day’s reach of Boston. The 
summer address of Chief Justice Taft. 

Quebec, 
was said to have been requested in 
particular. 

Meanwhile, tomorrow it is expected 
a record of the case will be filed with 
the clerk of the supremé court, com- 
pleting an effort initiated last week 
to have the high tribunal review the 
proceedings in the Norfolk county ‘su- 
perior court of Massachusetts, where 
the men were tried and convicted, and 
also the action of the state supreme 
court in refusing to review the case 
on its merits.

Though Adjournment 
Came At 6 A. M. Sunday, 
Important Measures 
Never Reached Floor.

Deficits estimates ran from $2,- 
500,000 to $4,500,000 a year for. the 
next biennium. 

Not more than a dozen members of 
the scores asked for an expression of 
opinion last night would say they be- 
lieved an extra session could be 


avoided. 

Governor L. G. Hardman reserved 
judgment on the situation and de 
clared that he “will wait until a com- 
plete check has been made before de- 
termining my attitude toward the tax 
and appropriation bills.” 

$2,710,000 Annual Deficit. 

Composite figures provided by chair- 
men of house and senate committees 
on taxes and expenditures indicated a 
deficit of about $2,710,000 a year un- 
der the bills as originally passed by 
the house of representatives. 

The senate added revenue estimated 
at about $2,325.000 a year. and ap- 
propriations totaling about $500,000 
a year. 


In conference committee long after 
midnight today haggard legislators 
agreed on cuts of about $400,000 a 
year below the senate’s version of the 
appropriations measure, ‘and trimmed 
the revenue bill about $3,000,000, ac- 
cording to tentative estimates. The 
long variation range in deficit esti- 
mates was caused by differences of 
opinion as to the net results of saving 
measures instituted by the 1927 as- 
sembly, and the revenue to be derived 
from a number of individually unim- 
portant taxes on which the method of 
application was changed. 

Governor’s Attitude. 

Governor Hardman repeatedly has 
declared that he will sign no appre- 
priations bill unaccompanied by a tax 
measure calculated to provide suffi- 
cient funds. By agreeing to the con- 
ference committee report which was 
adverse to an amendment to the ap- 
propriations bill by Senator Reese, of 
the fourth district, the two houses of 
the general assembly blocked a route 
by which automatic balance between 
income and expenditures would Mave 
been reached. The Reese amendment 
provided that in case of insufficient 
revenue to meet all appro riations a. 
few vital items such as salaries, com- 
mon school appropriations, pensions 
and the maintenante funds of certain 
sanitariums be paid in full and 
remaining funds prorated among other 
items. 

The institutions of higher educa- 
‘tion, nearly all of which had received 
substantial maintenance increases 
\from the house, were the principal 
svfferers from the conference com- 
‘mittee cuts, but none was trimmed 
below the oe rovided under the 
house bill. niversity of Geor- 
gia and ean Tech lost $50,000 an- 
nual increases approved by the sen- 
ate, and others were proportionately 
slashed. All state schools, however, 
still were left in better care than last 
year. The university, as representa- 
tive of the lot, finally was left with 
>a 40, a year for maintenance in 
place of last year’s $145,000. Geor- 
gia Tech also was $100,000 a year 
ahead. The increases ran down 
through the district A. and M. schools 
which benefited from $10,000 a year 
each upward. 

Bureau Benefits. 

The bureau of markets, over which 
a determined fight had been wa 
came out of the committee room $ 
000 a year ahead. An effort was 
made in the house to increase the ag- 
riculture department appropriation for 
that purpose from $75,000 to $100.- 
000, but it failed there. The raise

TS CONCLUDED SUNDAY 


The BR. F. White tri-state singing 
convention, which began Friday morn- 
ing, came to a close Sunday after- 
noon. The three days and two nights 
sessions were held in the courthouse 
and were largely attended. The sing- 
ing was conducted by S. C. Mann, of 
277 Glenwood, chairman. He was as- 
sisted by some 200 singers from vari- 
ous parts of Georgia; from Birming- 
ham and Oneonta and other parts of 
Alabama. Colonel R. B. Lambert, of 
814 Hurt building, was chairman of 
Ways and means for the convention. 

The Old Sacred Harp is the official 
song book of this organization, and is 
the oldest song book in active use to- 
day in America. It contains some 
600 pages and about 500 songs. Some 
of these songs are as old as the Bible | 
itself. the tunes having been used in 
the Holy Land during the time of 
Christ and are yet sung in the Far | 
East and in Palestine. This old book 
contains folk songs composed by re- 
ligious music masters from various 
countries of the old world. One song 
known as the “Russian Anthem” cov- 
ers 10 pages and required 10 minutes 
to sing, and is said to have originat- 
ed among the Russian peasants along 
the Volga river thousands of years 
ago. It is a song of King Solomon. 
A year ago the convention unveiled 
a memorial to Major B. F. White in 
Oakland cemetery, who helped to com- 
pile these sacred tunes into one large 
volume, which work he finished in 
Pike county, Georgia, in 1840. 


MURDER, SUICIDE,

RAILROAD OFFICIALS 


PLAN TOCONFER 
ON CONSOLIDATION 


Baltimore, Md., August 20.—(“A)— 
The Baltimore Sun today states in a 
copyrighted story from its correspond- 
ent in Philadelphia that officials of 
the Pennsylvania railroad are confi- 
dent that a conference of railroad 
executives will be called in the near 
future to consider consolidation. The 
statement says, the article states: 
That if any agreement is reached it 
must revise materially the four-sys- 
tem plan now pending. 

Not only must the present plan be 
revised as to major details involving 
additional lines and outlets to the 
Pennsylvania system, the article says, 
‘hut its entire basic structure must 
ibe rearranged to permit a five trunk 
line system instead of four between 
the Atlantic Seaboard and the Missis- 
sippi ercesings. 

The Pennsylvania rejects the 
proposition of the Baltimore & Ohio, 
the New. York Central and the Nickel 
i Plate, which companies planned the 
} original consolidation program that 
the Pennsylvania system at present is 
complete and that it needs no addi- 
tions to enable it to compete with 
other roads. 


KLAN POLITICAL 
REIGN IN INDIANA 
DECLARED AT END 


Mackinac Island, Mich., August 21. 

(United News.) —Never again will the 
Ku Klux Klan be a strong factor in 
Indiana politics, Joseph B. Kealing. 
Lof Indianapolis, republican national 
committeeman from Indiana, stated 
here today. 
Whether or not the present investi- 
gation started by the charges of D. C. 
Stephenson, former Indiana klan chief, 
led anywhere, he said, the reign of 
the hooded order along the Wabash 
‘is ended, 

“Hoosier candidates will not seek 
the klan vote any more,” Kealing 
declared; “‘In fact, they are going out 
of their way to shun it. 

“Only one thing: can renew, even 
temporarily, klan activity in Indiana 
and that is the democratic nomination 
of a strong Catholic for president.”

The regiment is composed of three 
battalions of Atlanta boys and one 
battalion. from out-of-town points, 
companies being stationed in Calhoun, 
Cedartown, Elberton and Marietta.

The local troops, 
divided into three trains, were un- 
loaded in record time and marched 
to the armory-auditorium, where they 
were dismissed and went to their 
homes. Most of the men were given 
their pay for the two weeks’ train- 
ing upon arrival here, approximately 
ne being brought back to this 
city.

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THE LEGISLATURE PASSES. 


It is too early to appraise just- 
the accomplishments of the gen- 
just adjourned. There 
are acts whose incidences and effects 
can only appear in their application 
and there are disappointments that 
must have time in which to disap- 
pear. it may turn out that some of 
the legislation is wiser than appears 
upon its surface and it may hap- 
pen that were not done, in response 
to ardent urgings, were happily left 


undone. 

Legislation in these days for 4 
piring state such 4s 
Georgia is calls for acute abilities 
and high efficiency, but our people 
have not awakened as yet to that 
important fact. They still too gen- 
erally think it sufficient to send up 
to the legislature some solid, con- 
servative old citizen who is “for the 
old flag and an appropriation,” but 
dead set against taxes; OF they send 
up some bright, noisy young lawyer 
in whom they think pridefully they 
see the makings of a Bob Toombs 
or a Ben Hill. 

The results of such prejudices 
and favoritisms have not been of 
yisible profit to the state’s welfare. 
The legislators generally have been 
good men, honest men, well-mean- 
ing men, but modern legislation 
needs more than these desirable 
qualities in the efficiency engineers 
of the state. They should be men 
who live more in the present than 
in the past, men who know that 
electricity has put the ox out of 
commission, men who can see that 
good schools, good roads and good 
humane functions by the state are 
capital and profitable investments 
for the good of all the people. 

The objection to the personnel of 
so many legislatures is that they 
contain an overstock of men fit only 
for brakemen and too few who have 
engine-driving abilities. 

Too often now in Georgia loyalty 
to old traditions is treason to the 
state’s newer interests and reaction- 
ary theories and policies throw sand 
into the delicate machinery of pro- 
gressive government. The hope may 
be indulged that a future legislature 
will be more responsive to the 
_ gtate’s needs and opportunities.

Nesbitt was an adept journalist.

Yet into 
much of his centrifugal fancies he 
wove séntiments that lodged them 
in the arcana of universal apprecia- 
tion and, at least, endowed them

ment Nesbitt gave to his pastoral 
and lyrical short poems a timbre 
like to that which earned their 
home-wide canonizations for Jim 
Riley and Frank Stanton. 


Nesbitt was a genuine “100 per 
cent American” who needed no 
hood and gown to prove it. Enough 
that he wrote “Your Flag and My 
Flag,” that is sure to be hereafter 
and forever third in the patriotic 
trinity with the “Star Spangled Ban- 
ner’ and “My Country, ’Tis of 
Thee.” 


In all the sanctums of the na- 
tion the passing of Nesbitt will be 
mourned as that of ,a_ favorite 
brother.

IS THIS LIKE YOUR TROUBLE? 


There are going to be 1.0 symptoms 
in this article, so if that is what you 
are looking for you ‘may as well stop 
here and try some other column. Still, 
l have no intention to mislead when 
I ask whether this is like your trou- 
ble. Mr. Ruskin had no such intentivn 
when he wrote his “Notes on the Con- 
struction of Sheepfolds,” which dealt, 
so my literary adviser tells me, with 
the building up of Sunday school 
classes or something like that, but 
the ranchman who sent o Sears-Roe- 
buck for a copy felt pretty sore about 
it. You remember, of course, about 
the old hermit who sighed and said 
oh, yes, life had brought many trou- 
bles and misfortunes altWough most of 
them had never happened. nae 

A correspondent remarks that it is 
“quite a relief to know that the pores 
do not absorb anything.” I am uncer- 
tain whether the correspondent is se- 
rious or not. But no matter. It should 
be quite a relief to know that if one 
has harbored the fear vr suspicion 
or conviction that the pores do or may 
absorb poisons, for instance, though 
I suppose it wouldn't be so pleasant 
to gain this kpowledge if one has 
cherished a fancy that some kind of 
salve or “cream” is absorbed through 
the skin in certain circumstances 
when applied as directed by the cos- 
metic nostrum vendor or by the phony 


beauty specialist. 

Take a painter or a printer or any 
other artisan whose skin necessarily 
comes in contact with lead, arsenic, 
cyanide, benzol, ethyl lead. banana 
oil, anilin, antimony. carbon bisulphid, 
wood alcohol, nitroglycerin, phuspber- 


us, turpentine, etc., and it should be 


}a comfort for him to know that, what- 
‘ever risks of occupational poisoning 


he may encounter. he can’t get the 


| poisoning through his skin. If he is 


to develop chronic poisoning he must 
inhale the poison in vapor, fumes, or 
dust, or he must swallow the poison 
in food or water or from bis own 
fingers, or he must have cut, blistered 
or raw surfaces if he is to absorb 
any of the poison through the skin. 
Yes, I am aware that some old-time 
doctors and health authorities assumed 
that certain poisons, say anilin oil, 
benzol, nitroglycerin, were actually 
absorbed through the unbroken skin 
if accidentally spilled on the worker's 
clothing, for example. But they were 
just guessing and they are still guess- 
ing about that. Many actual scien- 
tific tests have pretty conclusively 
proved that no such chemical is ab- 
sorbed through the skin—the subject 
of the experiment suffers no appre- 
ciable effect if the air he breathes is 
free from the volatile or vaporized 
poison. Of course you can administer 
chloroform or any other volatile drug, 
chemical or poison. by spilling or 
pouring it upon the subject's clothing 
and keeping the subject confined where 
the air he breathes will be well sat- 
urated. 

Aside from the inevitable good that 
must come from the teaching of the 
truth instead of fancy or. erratic 


‘theory, I am glad to learn that the

New York, August 21.—M)— 
Hookworm disease has almost disap- 
peared from the United States, and 
is rapidly coming under control in 
many parts of the world, says a re- 
port of the international health board 
of the Rockefeller foundation for 
1926, made public today. 

The greatest achievement, however, 
the report asserts, is not the social 


and economic rehabilitation of more 
than 7,000,000 sufferers from the dis- 


ures which will preveni millions yet 
unborn from suffering from its rav- 
ages. 


board during the last year has assist- 
ed in programs for the control of the 
disease in 15 countries. 

Control of Malaria. 


Control of malaria is unfolding 
along the same line that has led to 
the virtual extermination of hook- 
worm disease, it is asserted, with the 
result that only in the rural districts 
is the problem one of difficulty. 

Research experts of the health 
board have reached the conclusion 
that only one of the three anopheline 
mosquitoes is responsible for the 
transmission of malaria in the south- 
ern states. The seasonal prevalence 
and preferential breeding places of 
this mosquito are known, and it is 
quite possible to concentrate on the 
destruction of the insect and control 
the disease at a reasonable cost even 
in the rural districts. 


Yellow Fever Drive. 


Yellow fever control is declared to 
be primarily the problem of an ad- 
ministrative program, developed from 
epidemiological studies. Eventual erad- 
ication of the disease, the health board 
Says, is possible but only through ex- 
tensive public health education, im- 
provement of sanitation and environ- 
ment, and constant alertness. 


During the last year the board took 
part in health work of various kinds 
in 88 states and countries thrvughout 
the world. Its primary assistance 
was given to government for control 
of yellow fever, hookworm and ma- 
laria and general health surveys. 


In Rural Districts. 


Since the discovery that the pre- 
vention of disease in rural districts 
has not kept pace with such work in 
more crowded areas and that the 
country infant death rate from com- 
municable diseases is much higher 
than that of large cities the board has 
turned much of its activities into a 
program to remedy this situatien. 

The general improvement c2n_ be 
marked, says the report, by the fact 
that in 1915 only 18 state boards of 
health in the United States had divi- 
sions of sanitary engineering or em- 
ployed sanitary engineers, whereas in 
1926 all but four states—Nebraska, 
Nevada, Arizona and Wyoming—had 
established such divisions. :

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FLIER GIVEN ONE CHANCE IN THREE 


Taken by Pacific Air Derby 


San Francisco, August 21.—(/)— 
The first trans-oceanic air race in 
history has taken a high toll in men 
and money. To date, the record shows 
three killed, seven missing and in ex- 
cess of $300,000 spent to win $35,000 
in Beg and fame. 

he only contribution to the derel- 
opment of commercial aviation made 
by the flight, according to aviation 
experts, is that a professional aviator 
starting on a flight over a 2,400-mile 
course to Honolulu has the odds four 
to one against his getting there. Orig- 
inally there were 13 starters in the 
race who obtained planes. Three were 
killed en route to the take-off place: 
one never got far away from his home 
angar and another was ruled out be- 
fore post time. 

Only Stunt Flying. 

Ernest Smith, the first civilian pi- 
lot to fly an airplane from the main- 
land to ‘he Hawaiian islands, said the 
whole Dole race was a “big mistake.” 

“It is stunt flying.” Smith declared. 
“and not practical with land planes.” 

Of the eight who actually faced the 
starter’s flag. two stumbled and ecrasb- 
ed at the start; two put back with en- 
gine trowble or damaged planes, two 
reached “fonolulu and three are miss- 
ing today. The third was piloted by 
Captain William Erwin, who, after 
being forced back, started out in search 
of those who were missing in -he race. 
James Dole, Hawaiian pineapple mag- 
nate, dovor of the prizes, did not con- 
template an air race when he offered 
the awards. He believed, as did ex- 
perts ir the aviation world, that it 
would be some months before a prop- 
erly financed aerial expedition could 
be ‘equipped and@ sent on its way. 

Rush of Entrants. 

Instead, before the National Aero- 
nautical association had time to formu- 
late rules and fix a date for the race, 
two army lieutenants—Maitland and 
Hegenberger — accomplished the feat 
for which the prize was offered but 
were not eligible to the award. 

A few weeks later, with glory as 
their only reward, two.civilian avia- 


tors, Ernie Smith, pilot, and Emory 
Bronte, navigator, made the dash in a 
monoplane and reached an island in 
the Hawaiian group just as their gaso- 
line supply became exhausted. 

At this point the Dole prize money 
began to loom .as the stakes for a race. 


-A eondition undreamed of by the Ha- 


waiian millionaire resulted. Entries 
flocked into headquarters from all 
parts of the country.

August 10—Lieutenants George D. 
Covell and R. S. Waggener killed 
when their plane crashed in the fog 
vif Point Lona, while bound for Oak- 
land. 

August 11—The triplane of Cap- 
tain James L. Giffin and Ted Lund- 
gren crashed into San Francisco bay 
as it was approaching Oakland air- 
port from Long Beach, Cal. No one 
was injured but the occupants of the 
plane were compelled to swim for their 
lives, 

August 12—Captain Arthur V. Rog- 
ers, flying a tandem engined plane 
near Los Angeles was killed when he 
jumped from his plane after the en- 
gine stopped. H:: parachute failed to 
open and h. crashed to death. 

The list of missing follows: 

August 16—Miss Mildred Doran. 
passenger, J. A. Pedlar, pilot, and 
Lieutenant V. R. Knope, navigator, 
started in their biplane from Oakland 
airport as eompetitors in the race. 

August 16—The Golden Eagle, en- 
trv of the San Francisco Examiner, 
piloted by Jack Frost and navigated 
by Gordon Scott, put out for Honolulu 
and has not been heard from since.

August 19—The Dallas Spirit, a 
monoplane, piloted by Captain William 
Erwin and navigated by A. EI.

About 600 
nautical miles out,-they put an SOS 
call von the air and have not been 
heard from since.

“Colonel Lindbergh believes 
oceanic passenger or mail service’ by 
air is not feasible with present equip- 
ment and I quite eoncur with his 
belief.” 

Wolfley thinks that the same efforts 
made in oceanic flights and the vast 
sums of money offered as prizes, could 
be used to better advantage on na- 
tional .airwayvs and development of 
passenger and mail route in America. 
The flights, too, would take a smaller 
toll of life.

earth, sand stone and shale roof of 
the small passage was covered by a 
great slide, I would judge off-hand 
that 20 tons of rock were suddenly 
precipitated to the floor of the cavern. 
This blocked the exit. 1 was filled 
with terrof and in my dazed’ condi- 
tion left my supplies behind me and 
started running duwn the great newly- 
discovered passageway. I ran at top 
speed for nearly a whole day. 


“T had been of the opinion that a 
sandstone formation cavern existed 
over the known cave, due to the fact 
that the River of Darkness appeared 
to be the bottom of the cave. Upon 
reaching this upper ¢avern I found it 
as dry as the great American desert. 

“Again terror seized me when I real- 
ized that the water for my two car- 
bide lamps would soon be exhausted 


jand that probably within a few hours 


I would be in total darkness in an en- 
tirely unknown and unexplored cav- 
ern, which might have deep and wide 
crevices into which a man could fall 
in the darkness and perish. 
Conserves Water. 

“Conserving my supply of water for 
the carbide lamps. I resorted: to can- 
dies for light. It was fortunate that 
I lighted a candle, for as slight as 
the movement of air was I was con- 
vinced that it would lead me to a new 
and unknown opening. Frantically I 
followed the draft. of air and finally 
found a small amount of water for my 
carbide lamps. On Thursday night I 
discovered a small opening. I could 
see through this but could not: crawl 
through this small apperture. In the 
frenzy of my first terror I tried to dig 
my wavy out with a small pocket knife. 
The ceiling was of rock and the floor 
of a hard packed shale formation. I 
Was soon convinced of the futility of 
these efforts and retraced my steps, 
some four or five miles to the point 
where the cave-in took place and se- 
cured a small trench shovel which I 
had foolishly left behind on finding 
myself trapped. 

“Again coming to the new entrance 
which is in Géorgia, I think I slept a 
few hours. As soon as it was daylight 
I started digging out. <A strong ani- 
mal odor was present and in a short 
time I discovered that I was in the 
nest of a family of voung wildcats. 
I realized that they would do me no 
harm if I left them alone, so I dis- 


and they slunk out of the small open- 


excavations. 

“Due to the small amount of light 
from the apperture in the mountain 
side I was able to extinguish my car- 
bide lamps and so conserve fue]. This 
work continued. on without regard to 
time until this morning when I was 
able to squeeze through the opening I 
had succeeded ia making. I remem- 
ber coming out into the bright sun- 
light for the first time in nearly a 
week, exhausted. but glad to be free 
the mountain tomb. 

“What happened after my release I 
deo not remember well, although the 
country seemed familiar. I am glad 


to be back with friends and relatives | 


alive and I wish to take this oppor- 

tunity to thank those who have work- 

ed so faithfully to rescue me, even 

though they were on a cold trail. 
Fresh Water Hole. 

“With regard to the opening 
through which I came I am of the 
opinion now that it was a sinall fresh 
water spring hole, dried up due to the 
summer drouth. Jf course this is con- 


jecture on my part, but openings of } 
this type are frequently found in caves | 
pof this size in the summer time. 


“I carried with me a few cans of 
beans and emergency rations. So far 
as actual suffering for food was con- 
ecrned I liad nothing to fear for an- 
other twenty-four hours. I ate spar- 
ingly however, not lLnowing when I 
would be able to get out. 

“At this time in my present condi- 
tion I do not know whether I- could 
find the original opening into the‘ up- 
per cave at once or not. I have been 


nearly three years searching for it] 


and only came upon it by accident. 
It is small wonder that the search 
party entirely missed it. On-the other 
hand, the slide might have filled the 
entire opening and that it will re 
quire months to again locate. The for- 
mation is such that within a few hours 
it is impossible fer a person to tell 
whether a slide is one day old or. sev- 
eral weeks.

The barbecue given by Porter Bros. 
and the Georgia Consolidated Apple 
Growers’ Exchange at their Yonah or- 
chards during the past. week was the 
biggest thing of the kind ever attempt- 
ed by the fruit growers of north Geor- 
gia and one that will be of great bene- 
fit to the fruit growers of all Geor- 
gia. 

The principal object of the evcuat 
was to bring the buyers and growers 
together under the apple trees at a 
time when the fruit was beginning ‘> 
attain its full growth anc color. As 
the affair was staged by a past master 
in this line, Caldwell Porter. mana- 
ager of the Apple Growers’ Exchange. 
it was a success that will mean much 
to the apple and fruit industry future 
in this state. 

The impression the buyers and vis- 
iters received at this meeting was 
that they were standing in the midst 
of an orchard. that represented near- 
ly $2,000,000 investment, and over 
30,000 bushels of as fine fruit as 
is growing anywhere in America. 
The buyers were told that they were 
standing in one orchard, but for more 
than 40, miles farther up the Tallulah

, property, on Washington street, would 


be the next most feasible in his opin- 
ion. 
The mayor's letters to Mr. Johnson 


follows : 
Text of Letter. 

“IT am making this appeal to yon 
and ask your earnest consideration in 
the interest, as I see it, of the citi- 
zens of both city and county. 

“Atlanta has approximately $1,000,- 
000, voted by the citizens of the city 
to build a modern city hall, with the 
distinct understanding that this build- 
ing would be located adjacent to the 
courthouse. 

“I well remember th: proposition 
made the city at that time (being a 
member of the board). and this prop- 
osition is of record. Yet I am of the 
opinion we did not give this matter 
very serious consideration, as we did 
not believe this would come before the 
board again for action. 

“Now the city has the money, and 
every member of council, I believe, 
wants to keep faith with the voters. 
and if we can erect.a building on the 
courthouse site we will not only keep 
faith with the voters, but we will 
eliminate the north and south side 
issue which we should not have. The 
building will be a eredit to the city 
and county and will be a arept ad- 
vantage to Fulton county’s pfoperty 
and. all property adjacent thereto. 

Asks New Price. 

“This appeal is made to vou know- 
ing, as I do, that the gentlemen of 
the Fulton county board are deeply 
interested in every matter that makes 
for the general good, and believing 
that you want a building there that 
will reflect credit on all interested. 
and knowing full well that if the cost 
of the land is very great we will not 
be able to construct this kind of build- 
ing. 

“Let me appeal to you. and I am 
addressing the same appeal to the 
other members, to place another price 
on the property which the city is seek- 
ing that will cnable the city to ac- 
quire it without sacrifice and keep 
faith with the citizens who supported 
bonds, 

“If it should become necessary to 
select, other than the courthouse site, 
f am of the opinion that the Girls’ 
High school property on Washington 
street would be the next most feasi- 
ble location in satisfaction of the 
promises made to the people in the 
bond issue campaign. 

“I trust that you will give your 
most thoughtful and earnest consider- 
ation to the matter, involving as tt 
does, the adv ancement of the county 
as well as the city.’ 

One Offer Rejected. 

It is understood that the trustees 
of the cathedral site made an offer 
of $300,000, but that members of the 
special city hall committee regard the 
price as “excessive,” and made the 
counter offer, with the understanding 
that ‘if it is met, the committee will 
take the fluor of city council at 3 
o'clock this afternoon and fight to 
have council agree to the purchase. 
Terms can be arranged for the pur- 
chase, according to reports.

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Lausanne, August 21.—(/)— World 
eonference of faith and order ended 
today where it started—in Lausanne 
cathedral—with prayers of. thanksgiv- 
ing for the progress made during the 
17 days’ deliberations. 

“We differed.” said one of the lead- 
ing American delegates. “but our pur- 
pose in coming together has been 
largely realized by the discovery of 
deep underlying unities.” 

The continuation committee decided 
to refer the report on “Unity of 
Christendom” fo a special commission 
for possible revision and to report 
back to it. 

It was the presentation of this 
document last night which threatened 
to divide the conference and cause its 
rejection. a contingency which Bishop 
Charles H. Brent, the chairman, de- 
clared would be a calamity at the 
close of -he conference.

New York, August 21.—Disraeli’s 
working rule in estimating big men 
was to “determine what influence a 
man exerted on his generation, E. H. 


Gary, as.one after another of our rec- 
ognized industrial and financial lead- 
ers has pointed out. was a real busi- 
ness statesman. His contribution to 
American business, as President Sloan 
of General Motors says, “is one of the 
most important pages in our industrial 
history.” Our industrial and finan- 
cial leaders agree that Gary was the 
leader, as Governor Miller, general 
counsel of the steel corporation puts 
it, “of the great movement of the last 
quarter of a ‘century to elevate indus- 
try to its present high plane of busi- 
ness and social morality and justice.” 


Mr. Gary. at the time of his death, 
was nearly 81 years of age. When 
made chairman of the United States 
Steel corporation at the time of its 
formation in 1901, he was a Chicago 
lawyer, unknown in Wall street and 
throughout the eduntry. This means 
that his real job was started when 
he was nearly 55 years old. 

J. P. Morgan, Sr., had good reasons 
for picking Gary as the head of the 
steel corporation. Mr. Morgan looked 
upon his United States Steel corpora- 
tion, the first of our billion dollar 
corporations, as one of his big jobs. 
Mr. Morgen was looking for a man 
who, to start with, knew something 
about the steel business but not enough 
to be influenced by trade controver- 
sies or prejudices; a man with un- 
usual executive ability and character. 
In picking Gary as a man having the 
desired qualities Mr. Morgan gave an- 
otler example of his own ability. 

Had Qualities. 

Without the qualities for - which 
Morgan was looking, Gary could never 
have filled his job as he did. There 
are good reasons for believing, how- 
ever, that Mr. Morgan, with all of 
his ability to pick men, did not see 
in Mr. Gary the one quality which 
made possible what men are now say- 
ing about what Gary did for the 
country in his leadership. 

To fully understand what Gary did 
starting ‘out in 1901 on his job of 
chairman of the new _ billion-dollar 
steel corporation at the age of 55 it is 
necessary to recall the conditions then 
existing. In those days the steel busi- 
ness was recognized as the most sen- 
sitive barometer of general trade con- 
ditions, because, as Andrew Carnegie 
put it, men who were in the _ steel 
business “were princes one day— 
paupers the next.” Morgan’s object 
in forming the steel corporation was 
to stabilize the industry and end cut- 
throat price wars that brought about 
the extremely lean years. 


The steel corporation was a merger 
of twelve great companies, most ” of 
them combinations in themselves, 
formed in an unsuccessful effort to end 
disastrous rice-cutting and competi- 
tion. The days just before the forma- 
tion of the steel corporation were wild 
ones in the industrial history of the 
country. In those days there was no 
such thing as the monthly, quarterly 
or annual reports of corporations of 
today, enabling stockholders and the 
investing, speculating and _ business 
public to understand what is going on. 
On one memorable occasion “Bet-you- 
a-million” John W. Gates, then: execu- 
tive head of one of the consolidated 
steel companies, in the midst of a bull 
stock market, without the slightest 
warning, shut down all of his plants, 
making an explanation that sent stock 
market values tumbling. 


Reckless Days. 


Those were the days of reckless rail- 
road and industrial consolidations and 
finance, when things were being done 
to bring about public sentiment result- 
ing in investigations and litigation in- 
volving railroads, industrial companies, 
insurance companies, the _ so-called 
“money trust” that rocked the very 
financial, industrial and social fouttda- 
tions of this country. 

One of the first things that Gary 
did on becoming chairman of the new 


ibillion-dollar United States Steel cor- 


poration was to. start publishing 
monthly, quarterly and annual reports 
fully informing the shareholders of his 
company and the public as to what 
was going on. At the same time the 
chairman: of the steel corporation es- 
tablished close friendly relations with 
newspapermen lasting up to the day 
of his death. Through the monthly, 
quarterly and annual statements of or:, 
ders, earnings and general conditions 
and the interviews given newspaper- 
men, Gary was the pioneer of the cor- 
porate publicity. Corporate publicity, 
before Gary set the pattern as recog- 
nized today. was unknown before the 
formation of the steel corporation. 


It would not be difficult to name 
industrial and financial leaders in 
this country who have spent a long 
business life constantly stirring up 
antagonistic public sentiment with 
endless fighting in the courts. With 
|a feeling of what was going to hap- 
pen to such companies as Standard 
Oil and American Tobacco, Gary 
started out deliberately to creat pub- 
lic sentiment favorable to his com- 
pany. No man in our financial and 
industrial life in the past quarter of 
a century has talked for publication 
(as much as Gary. 

Sincere. 


Those in Wall street. including 
newspaper men who first came in con- 
tact with Chairman Gary of the Stee] 
corporation, soon learned that when 
he said yes he did not mean no; that 
in his efforts to stabilize the steel 
industry and fully inferm the public 
as to what was going on he was sin- 
cere.
